On our trip up north we had the opportunity to visit a few SCDXC members (and pos- 
sibly a few new members). From top to bottom Bill, NGWS, Kent, N6WT and Rich, 
WE6TK. All three are very active chasing DX, contesting and on Mumble. In the middle 
is Chip, N6MY who is new to DXing and is attacking. 


Bill runs a Yaesu FTDX5000 and an Expert 2K-FA to a DB36 with the 80 dipole ona 
54 foot tower. Also in his arsenal is a pair of Cushcraft 160V verticals on 160, an 80 
meter sloper, a 60 meter dipole and an off-center fed dipole. He has one of the quiet- 
est locations on the central coast hearing many stations the other locals do not. He 
credits his good reception to sitting on a hill consisting of sand raising his effective 
height above ground by several hundred feet. His location is great. The house is lo-

His prop- 
erty is about an acre on a flag lot (road that leads to property behind another property.

His observa- 
tion is one all of us should take to heart. Keep on DXing! 


“The other Reflector comment that tweaked discussion within the Committee was a post asking why any- 
one would want to work a particular that wasnt that rare. That implied that DXers only want to work a 
country / slot once and then they'll tune over it evermore. | just don’t think that’s true. DXers should be 
continually testing propagation, their station and their skills - and a good piece of DX is always worth 
working (if only because they have taken the trouble to spend their time and money to go somewhere and 
want pile ups). Perhaps the massive growth in FT8 is because it’s new but it may also be because those 
with 400+ countries on CW or phone are SWLing on those modes rather than making QSOs.” 


We all should be active making QSOs (and friends) with DX! We say we want to promote our hobby even 
promote our club’s focus (DX)? How can we accomplish this if we are not active in it? Sure, life gets in the 
way but remember the great times you had and return to it! When in a desolate, bleak place plant a gar- 
den!
